gratitude to those who -worked on 
undauntedly to got the fabric finished. 

Except an abortive outbreak at 
Ichang, the work apparently of that 
most uncontrollable class in China, the 
students, there has been no riot this 
year, we are thankful to say.

who go unprotected into the interior, 
at the risk of insult and attack, and 
sufferings for which they seem often to 
get scant sympathy. 

We ate inclined’ sometimes’ to doubt 
if truth does always prevail over false- 
hood ; we have to thank the American 
people for reassuring us once: again, 
Most of us felt. that the. Republican 
platform was based ona great economic 
falsehood, but we feared the party was 
too strong for the truth to overcome it. 
We have had another proof this year 
that the sense of the. people of the 
United States may be trusted ; and the 
election of the 8th. of last November 
has also repeated the lesson that the 
man who enuneiates a good, principle, 
even if it is unpopular at the time, aud 
sticks to it, through the; temporary 
disaster it brings on him, will win in 
the end. «I'he. election of Mr. Cleve- 
laud is a’ moral lesson to us all, and it, 
makes 1892 a turning-point in history,

Tt sigualised the occasion by dis- 
tributing to its subscribers as a supple- | 
ment a reprint of its first number, dated 
the 20th of October, 1822. It is a! 
four-page sheet, rather larger than the | 
woderu Globe, and it cost seveupence, | 
of which, however, fourpence was paid 
for the stamp which every newspaper 
had in those days to have impressed 
upon it; and its motto is: “Let it be 
impressed upon your minds, let it be | 
instilled into your children, that the 
‘Lreerty oF THE PRess Is THE PALLA- 
prom of all ‘the Civil, Political and 
Rewiaious Riguts or an Encuisnmay.” 
‘There are only two columns of advertise~ 
ments, on the frontpage, and of these 
three-fourths are literary. One relates 
to “ Burgess’ New Sauce,” which the 
current issue of the Sunday Times 
reminds us is still to be obtained at the 
same address, 107, Strand, as in 1822. 
‘The other three columns of the frout 
pas are ocoupied by two long articles 
eaded © “Original Strictures.” ‘The 

former has the sub-title, “'I'o Our Rea- 
ders,” and dilates on the wretched condi- 
tion of England with a Cabinet backing 
up the Holy Alliance in its oppression of 
Europe. Once, we are told, there was a 
time when an wwpurchased, uushackled 
press existed in England. “Editors 
did not sell their columns, their con- 
soiences, and souls, to patronising 
Ministers, 'Ihey breathed the spirit of 
freedom, and were contented with the 
bread of honesty. But uow, slavery not 
only boasts the loudness of her trum- 
peters, but triumphs in the superiority 
of their numbers, aud affects to laugh 
at the paucity and the feeble tone of 
those of their opponents. How is an} 
evil of this description and magnitude to 
be met? How resisted? Only by an 
increased courage and fervour in the 
patriotic journalist.” ‘This patriotic 
journal, this resolute asserter of public 
freedom, the Sunday Times was to 
be. The latter article, on the “Aspect 
of Public Affairs,” describes that aspect 
in the most melancholy terms.

The second page opeus with an ad- 
vertisement by ‘I, Bish, 4 Cornhill, 
and 9, Charing Cross, of the State 
Lottery, the attractions of which are 
set out at length ; the chief is that itis a 
good old-fashioned Old English Scheme 
with no novelties in it ; aud it is added 
that “in the late Lottery BISH sold, 
as he usually does, the greatest prize, 
viz, No. 4,660, £30,000, and several 
minor Capitals.” ‘here is not inuch 
more than a column of foreign news, a 
large space being taken up with the 
arrest by the French government of 
Mr. John Bowring—a name well-known 
in China—while carrying some sealed 
despatches from the Portuguese govern- 
ment, which the French authorities were 
auxions to read. Great things were 
hoped for Freedom from the union of 
England, Spain, and Portugal. Nearly 
‘a column is devoted to the opening of 
Drury Lane Theatre after the recon- 
struction of its interior; and the 
prologue, which was written by Mr. 
Colmau and delivered by Mr. Terry, is 

inted in full. The opening play was 
The School for Scandal, aud it was 
followed by ‘the opera of The Poor 
Soldier, in which “ Madame Vestris 
performed ‘Patrick’! with great spirit, 
and sung with fine effect.” At 
Covent Garden the attractions were The 
Jealous Wife aud Venice Preserved. 
Some space is devoted, to the sudden 
death, at the age of 98,.of Mrs. Garrick, 
who on the morning of her death was 
making preparations to‘atteud. the re- | 
opening of Drury Lane, ‘Theatre. ‘Then 
we have an account. of an “ atrocious 
outrage ” in Ireland, the country being 
ina most alarming ‘state. “Such are 
the fruits of that inexorable system of 
coercion to which this country has been 
doomed.” ‘There is plenty of police 
court news, and there are prize fights, 
casualties, 2 murder and robberies. 
“There are thirty-nine unfortunate con- 
victs under sentence of death in .New- 
gate, nine or ten of whom are expected 
to suffer death.” Over half a column 
is devoted to a “Character of Buona- 
parts :” it is a long assemblage of con- 


tradictions, “a splendid prodigy which 
towered amongst us ‘like some ancient 
ruin, whose frown terrified the glance 
its magnificence attracted, .... Such 
a medley of contradictions and at the 
some time, such au individual: eousist- 
ency, were never united in the same 
character, a Royalist, a Republican, and 
an Emperor: a Mahometan; a Catholic 
and a ‘patron of the Synagogue ja 
Subaltern aud x Sovereign ; a. ‘Uraitor 
and a ‘I'yraut; a Christian and au 
infidel; he was, through all his vicis- 
situdes, the same stern, ‘impatient 
inflexible original ; the same mysterious, 
incomprehensible self ; the mau without 
a model and without a shadow.” ‘I'he 
death of Canova is noticed too, and 
a good story is told of George Washing- 
ton’s refusing to appoiut a personal 
friend, who was incompetent, to office, 
and giving-the place to a strong political 
enemy, because ‘he was a good inan: for 
the post. In this few of his’ successors 
have imitated George. Washington. 
Poetry is found-too,; for there is a long 
attack in very good: verse on the 
King of France, headed “On the Death 
of Four Heroes of Persia, Executed for 
an Attempt to give Liberty to their 
Country,” and purporting to be“ trans- 
lated from a fragment discovered in 
the ruins of Persepolis.” ‘I'he last verse 
is very powerful : 

“ And sweet it is to sit on Thrones 


Built upon skulls, and stained with gore, 
Midst shouts wud songs, and cries and 














groans, 

‘The mourners’ wail—the courtier's 
roar. 

Such thrones are on ani earthquake's 
mine, 


And Xerxes! such a throtie is thine, 


And to this are added an epigram on 
the need of great repairs in the House 
of Commons, aud a savage one on Lord 
Castlereagh, with which we may con- 
clude this notice :— 

Ob! Castlereagh ! thou art « pa OW 5 
Caro divd for his country, xs didst thou; 

He perish’d rather than see Rone enslav'd, 
} Thou cut'st thy thevat, that Britain may be

PRINCE BISMARCK ON THE 
ARMY BILL. 
20th Dec. 
Ay extract from the St. James's Gazette 
which we published the other day men- 
tioned that the military expenditure of 
France in the past twenty-one years 
reached a total exceeding'seven hundred 
and twenty millions of pounds sterling. 
‘The sums voted for the French army 
| during the current year already amount 
| to close on twenty-seven millions, and 
this:is probably not the whole expendi- 
ture for the year. France is’ so pro- 
ductive a country: and her people so 
hardworking and so thrifty that this 
dogs not crush her, even when. there is 
added to it a waste: of: some fifty-six 
anillions sterling ou the Panama Canal ; 
but'there are other European States, 
Austria-Hungary,, Italy, and Russia, 
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which have also, to. keep. up. enormous 
armaments and have not the resources 
that France has. Germany too, is uot 
a rich country, and she is forced by her’ 
position and the jealousy of her neigh- 
ours on the east and west, ‘to keep up 
au enormous army. Her military budget 
for 1892 amoutited to’ something over 
twenty-three millions sterling, but this 
is not enough, and the government has 
decided that the army must be still in- 
creased, and this increase will cost far- 
ther at least three and perhaps four 
millions sterling a year. 

This proposal to increase the German 
anny so that Germany may be able to 
place an irresistible force on two frouts, 
when the attack that is always believed 
to be immivent comes, has been re- 
ceived with criticism and host 
united as all Germans are in their de- 
termination to hold by the prowess of 
their arms, if necessary, what the prowess 
of their arms has won. The most hostile 
ic of all is the man to whom of all 
z men Germany’s present proud 
position is due, Prince Bismarck. m. 
the last issue of the London Times re- 
ceived we learn that Dr, Hans Blum, 
the leader of the Saxon National Liberals, 
has just made a pilgrimage to Varzin 
to seek Prince Bismarck’s guidance with 
reference to the new Army Bill. “'The 
report of his interview occupies five 
columus of the Leipziger Nachrichten, 
and though the old Chancellor's language 
is admittedly toned down, as he spoke 
in reference to certain personages with 
a freedom too uncompromising for 
publication, it certainly constitutes both 
in form and substance a most iuterest- 
ing and picturesque contribution to the 
great coutroversy of the day. 

“Prince Bismarck begins by declar- 
ing that the Army Bill lacks the 
one essential feature for unconditional 
acceptance—namely, necessity. ‘ What 
are the grounds set forth in support of 
the Bill? ‘he immense increase in 
the armed strength of our Western and 
Basteru neighbours. We are to be 
made strong enough to fight them both 
together, or ‘at least to wage a war 
with two fronts. Why with two fronts? 
Why not with three? It is most im- 
probable that we shall ever have to 
wage a war with two fronts. Russia 
will by no means regard it as a casus 
belli if France breaks loose ov her own 
account; aud if Russia were to attack 
us singlehanded—a very unlikely event 
—France would look on for a while 
and see which. way the game was going 
before venturing to take a hand.’” 

The Prince goes on to deprecate 
the enormous peace strength intended. 
Even if it were necessary to fight on 
two fronts, the fighting could not be 
carried on by millions of men, who can- 
not be directed by a single general, 
“not even with the help of a balloon:* 
‘The first two or three battles, with two 








or three hundred thousand men at most | I 


engaged, will decide the war; and this 
Germany could undertake with her 
preseut resources, if she lias the right 


kind of leadership, which the Prince | 


evidently regards as an important “if” jas captain of a company cannot. think 


‘The’ Prince ‘is evidently uot convinced 
of the truth ‘of Moltke’s. prediction, ' 
that the-next Enropean war will take! 
not two or three battles, but two or! 
three years.” Nor does he believe that’ 
war is imminent; he believes war can- 
not break out for the next two or three! 
years; but if it can break out then, : 
surely it is not too soon for Germany 
to be making every possible prepara- 
tion? But. the Piiuce thinks: France 
will remain peaceful as:long as she is'a | 
Republic; for a Republic has great | 
difficulty in waking alliances with! 
Monarchical States ;\ and Republican 
Ministers “kuow quite well that the 
first thing a victorious French geveral 
would do would be to sweep them away 
with a dictator’s broom.” As for 
Russia, “the Czar is a cautious gentle- 
man, who asks for nothing beyond 
peace and quiet at 
as he can get it,” and the only people 
in Russia who want war are the Press, 
the Poles, and the Jews. ‘Tbe Prince 
went ou: to deliver a violent tirade 
against the Jews, and then added that 
it will take Russia two to three years 
to get her new rifles and her smokeless 
powder ; and thus it is shown that 
neither France nor Russia is likely to 
go to war for that time, at least. 

‘Phe reduction of the term of service 
with the colours from three to two years 
is the next object of the Pribce’s attack. 
He considers it in the highest degree 
objectionable. “One might really be 
allowed to fancy that the old Emperor 
William, Moltke, and Roon knew some- 
thing about their business, and were not 
fighting against windmills when for 
thirty years they clung with all their 
might to the three-years’ service as the 
corner-stone of the Germau military 
system. One ought surely to recollect 
the sacrifices which our old Ewperor 
made in order to rescuethat fundamental 
principle.” ‘hen we have a few re- 
miniscences which would be vainglorious 
and egotistical from a smaller mau than 
Bismarck. 1n 1862 the Emperor, then 
King of Prussia, bad signed his abdica- 
tion and would have published it, but 
that Bismarck offered to govern with 
a minority in Parliament and without 
a budget. A fortnight later the King 
would have given in but for the support 
given him by his Minister. The King was 
coming ‘back to Berlin from Baden :— 

“T could not find the Royal carriage. 
Iu those days we did not travel in special 





trains. At last I found the King sit- | 


ting in an ordinary first-class compart- 
ment. He was terribly depressed. ‘The 
Queen had pointed to the lessous of 
history. inted to the Prussian 
officer's sword which he wore. ‘ What 
is going to happen ?” he exclaimed. ‘I 
can see far enough from the palace 
window to see your head fall on the 
scaffold, and after yours mine.’ ‘ Well,’ 
lied, ‘for myself I cannot imagine 
a.nobler death than that or on the bat- 
tle field. . I should fall like Strafford,. 
and your Majesty like Charles I, uot

of deserting your company uuder fire?” 
‘Never, was the reply, and the King 
sprang up resolute and erect. ‘The. 
Prussian officer’s sword had carried the 
day, and I had won back my King. 
Such was the serious character of the 
times we then went through, and such 
was the stake my noble master ventured 
iw order to Jay the: foundation-stone of. 
our military organisation, and that is 
being trifled with to-day.” 

After a short paragraph on the diffi- 
culty of providing for the new expendi- 
‘ture proposed, the Prince goes.on to 
isay that he would not have the Diet 
‘reject. the bill off hand, but declare 
| its readiness to supply. the real defi- 
| ciencies in Germany's military organisa- 
| tion—the lack of officers, non-commis- 
| sioued officers, aud horses on a. peace 
| footing—as soon as thenecessary sources 
of revenue are indicated. ‘Then, aud 
here we must conclude, the Prince 
answered, with a touch of grim humour, 
the suggestion that he should come to 
the Diet, aud lead the majority that 
would surely gather round him :—~ 

“Majority, indeed. ‘The majority 
would shun me as if I were peststricken. 
A cholera patient straight from Hum- 
burg would have a better welcome than 
I should. Most of them would be 
afraid to lose their chance of an invita- 
tion to Conrt, or would fear to injure 
their son’s prospects or what uot. Aud 
{then I should have to wait for hours 
before I had an opportunity of speaking, 
and foc‘ Hours again, betire T got a 
chanée of replying to iny adversaries 
I do not wivd the dirt my enemies 
| would throw upon me, but I do mind 
the inconveniences of a sojourn in 
| Berlin, the hotel life, aud the crowd 
j following ou my heels in the streets. 
Above all, I should be tle ouly officer 
in uniform on the Opposition benches. 
| No; I could only iH it in the last 
extremity. In the event of such ex- 
tremity, I would, however, appear in 
the Diet.” 








MR. O'CONOR’S AUDIENCE. 
2Ist Dec. 

Ws: issued yesterday the following 
extra :-— 

We have learnt with much pleasure 
| since our paper was issued this morning, 
that the circumstances of Mr. O’Conor’s 
audience of the Emperor were in every 
way satisfactory. ‘I'he Chéng Kuang 
‘Tien in which he was received is in the 
pirate gardens, in the part of the 
| Palace’ in which the Emperor is now 
actually residing, and Mr. O’Conor 
entered the Palace grounds through 
the big official gate, not through the 
smaller -door which was used for the 
Austro-Hungarian Minister last year. 
The Tsungli Yamén did not even sug- 
gest that Mr. O’Conor should be received 
in the ‘Tze Kuang Ko, We have been’ 
favoured with the following copy of 
Mr. O’Conor’s speech to the Emperor, 
which” was graciously received, . and 
acknowledged :— 
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“Sirz,—I have the honour to deliver 
to your Imperial Majesty the Letter by 
which the Queen of Great Britain ‘and 
Ireland Empress of Tiidia has deigued 
to accredit me in the characters of 
Her-Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary at the Court 
of Your Imperial Majesty. 

“ My August Sovereign has entrusted 
me with the Mission to devote my best 
efforts to further develop and confirm 
the friehdly political and commercial 
relations which so happily exist between 
the two Great Empires, 

“Assisted by the gracious good will 
of Your Iwperial Tajenty aud the 
cordial co-operation of Your Ministers 
it will be my earnest endeavour to 
attain this end. Sire, My August 

* Sovereign has charged me to be the 
faithful interpreter of Her sincere re- 
gard and esteem and of Her ardent 
wishes, for Your Imperial Majesty's 
long and prosperous reign.” 

‘e may fairly cousider then that 
Mr. O'Conor has had as courteous and 
dignified a reception’ by’ the Chinese 
government as could be hoped for, and 
We may couclude that the goverument 
is sincerely anxious to keep on good 
terms with Great Britain. We have 
not beard yet whether the Emperor’s 
studies have progressed so far as to 
enable him to reply to Mr. O’Conor’s 
address iu the language of the Envoy ; 
probably the modesty of youth would 

event his making the attempt, even if 
he could do so without fear of a break- 
down. Perhaps, too, the shock of hear- 
ing the Emperor talk English to the 
English Minister would be too much 
for the conservatism of the Chinese 
Ministers. Mr. O’Conor has made a 
good start, at any rate, as he was sure 
to do as far as it rests with him; but 
he has now the more difficult task of 
getting the'l'sungli Yamén to remove the 
existing obstacles to the farther develop- 
meuit.und confirmation of the friendly 
political and commercial relations which 
so happily exist between the two great 
Enpires. The Chinese government have 
to be impressed with the necessity of 
such firm measures being taken with 
proviucial authorities, that such riots as 
that at Ichang on the 2nd of this month 
shal! become impossible ; by such swift 
and coudign punishment of its promoters 
that they will not dare to repeat it. 
‘The drawers of Mr. O’Conor’s desk must 
be full of questions that demand satis- 
factory answers from the Yamén; and 
it is very reassuring to know that his 
reception by the Emperor has been of a 
cbaracter ‘to’ give him considerable 
prestige in dealing with the Peking 
‘reign Office, 


CHINESE OUTRAGE ON THE 
SETTLEMENTS. 
22nd Dec. 
Ow Thursday fast we drew attention in 
these columns to a gross violation by 
certain native soldiers, in uniform, of the. 
autonomy of the Settlements, and the 
matter was referred to in a letter from 
the Chairman of the Municipal Council 
to the Senior Consul, pubhshed in the 
minutes yesterday morning. M. Wagner, 
in the Yangtsepoo bunding case, cer- 
tainly did not as Senior Consul rise to’ 
the height of the situation, aud we 
hope that Mr. Leonard will do better. 
He is doubly interested, as American 
Consul-General, whose settlement has 
been violated, and as Doyen of the 
consular body, aud we trust that he, 
supported by his colleagues, will make 
the ‘Taotai definitely understand that 
such outrages will not be itted in 
the Foreign Settlements. e think it 
is rather a pity that the Police are not 
instructed, without regard to conse- 
quences, to treat rowdies in the uniforms 
of native soldiers as they would any 
other rowdies, and suppress them op 
the spot, as they could fairly argue that 
they could not believe that they were 
really soldiers, or that awy servant of 
tho Chinese government would allow 
his men to commit the nt and 
illegal outrages of which the Council 
has had more than once to complaiv. 
It does not admit of question that the 
scene of this last outrage is within our 
boundary, and that the Chinese residing 
there would far rather be under our 
jurisdiction than that of the Chinese 
authorities. There is au immense amount 
of capital, mostly British, invested in 
the locality on the faith of the late 
US. Consul-General’s assurance that it 
is included in municipal limits, and we 
look to Mr. Leonard to take a firm 


stand on the question, and back up the | P! 


Council in making their policing of the 
district a reality and not a farce. ‘The 
Chinese authorities will accept their 
defeat with a perfectly good grace if it 
is administered to them boldly; but if 
the Senior Consul and his colleagues 
are weak-kneed in the matter, as 
Wagner was, encroachments on the 
liberties of the settlements will continue. 
Firmuess is necessary, and there should 
be no vacillation where our cause is 
good, as it is in this case. We are 
certain, at any rate, that if the Police 
act resolutely the next time a similar 
outrage is attempted, the community 
will back them up, and we have no 
doubt the Consals will too. ‘The auto- 
nomy, gud the Chinese, of the foreign 
settlements is not to be eaten away by 
side attacks like these. 
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THE WOOSUNG BAR. 
25rd Dec. 

Ir is only too possible that. the subject 
‘of the Woosung Bar will become tire- 
some to somé of our readers, but it is: 
a matter of the deepest importance te- 
every oue residing or doing business iu 
Shanghai, and. we kuow by experience: 
that the Chinese authorities will do 
nothing if the. shipowners aud the 
Chambers of Commerce and the foreign 
Ministers aud the Press do not keep 
on hammering at them unweariedly 
until something is done. It is stated, 
and there is good reason to believe 
the statement to be correct, that the. 
attempt made by the Anding was ouly: 
made in deference to the importunity of” 
foreigners, that ineffectthe Chinese wast 
ed two hundred thousand taels to amuse: 
foreigners, withont any idea that any” 
practical result would be obtained, and! 
no practical result was obtained. It is: 
just 2 fortnight since we urged that the: 
‘Anding’s efforts had no suvcess because: 

Bar was being attacked at the: 
wrong place; and what we said has 
since been confirmed by “ Bar-bound,” 
a man who has been sailing in and 
out of Shanghai for twenty years 
or more, aud kuows every inch of 
the river, and who has besides had 
special opportunities during the two 
last months to study the mouth of 
the Whangpoo. We print this morning 
another interesting letter on the subject 
from so eminent an authority as 
Mr. J. G. Morrison, an engineer of 
ability and speriouce, and who has 
studied the subject of the Bar for 
nearly twenty years, He agrees that 
what is wanted is that attention should 
be paid to the Junk Channel. He 
wrote us, he says, as long ago as 1877 
that dredging with the view of cutting 
away a bar which the river is constantly: 
ling up is an endless task; aud this: 
is what the Anding did. 'The river is, 
as “ Bar-bound” pointed out, trying to 
connect Gough Island with Pheasant 
Point. The banks below Gough Island, 
on which the mudlarks used to go about 
on large flat pieces of board to prevent 
in, are now hard solid 
sand, avd they ‘are extending by the, 
present bar, whose consistency has al 44 
changed lately, to the right bauh. of 
the river. It would be au endles*, task 
to make and keep a permanent channel 
through that bar. This sould be 
recognised now, and no sf money 
should be wasted on attemp’is to improve 
this channel. 

"The bar that should. be attacked is 
the continuation of Cough Island to- 
wards the left bank vf the river, that is, 
the bar at this end of the Junk 
Channel. ‘Those who have studied the 
matter are agreed that the river is try- 
ing itself to make, this its. principal 
channel, aud measures should Be teken 
at.once to assist the. river in cutting 


| away this bar, leaving the Ship Channei 


to silt up as much as it likes. Arguing 








from the analogy of the Avon, My. 
Morrison confirms our suggestion of a 
fortnight ago thatthe river will in time 
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itself make the-Junk Channel its princi- |: 


pal anonth but, he says, “what is mach 
more. likely. is. that the river .will 
remain. as it’ were “in doubt for some 
time, during which we sholl have ‘two 
bad'channels.” If theii the Chinese autho- 
yities could’ be induced to. do what 
they can to direct the ebb through the 
Juuk Channel, tliere is little doubt that 
we would soon have a much better 
entrance than at present, becaitse as 
the Junk Channel is sure to continue 
to be the flood channel, we shall have 
oue deep entrance instead of two shallow 
ones,” Surely if the Chinese authorities 
will pay no attention to the suggestions 
hitherto made as. to. assisting the Junk 
Chanuel, they will listen to the advice 
of an authority like Mr, Morrison ; and 
the first thing to be done is to suryey 
and mark the Junk Channel bar, which 
can be done at a trifling expense ; if 
this is once done, there is no doubt 
that the lighter-drauglit steamers will 
gladly use the Junk Channel at once. 
‘The Tonnage Dues collected in Shang: 
hai in 1891 amouuted to very nearly 
‘Ns. 215,000. ‘This large sum is collected 
hy the Customs and no-one outside the 
Customs knows in what it is spent, 
though we kuow that some of it goes 
to the support of the Imperial Universit 
at Peking. We do not quarrel with 
this diversion, if the lighting of the 
coast of China and the conservation of 
rivers and harbours frequented by the 
vessels that pay these dues, are properly 
maintained ; but there’ will soon be .a 
strong objection on the part of the 
owners of vessels coming to Shavg- 
hai to pay these exorbitant dues, 
if the approach to Shanghai is to be 
allowed ‘to be permanently obstructed. 
At the present moment, as. far as we 
know, nothing whatever is being done, 
nor is anything plauned to be done to 
improve the mouth of the Whangpoo, 
‘There is some rumour that an eminent 
English engineer is coming, and that 
he is to. decide as to.what should be 
done.. When he comes, be will have 
to take the’ evidence of the local en- 
ineers .aud_pilots and captains, who 
ave been studying the Bar for years ; 
and he will undoubtedly come to the 
‘one possible conclusion, that the Junk 
Channel must be made the main chan- 
nel of the river. In any ease, it is 
wise to have the Junk Channel surveyed, 
and the.changes in its bar noted, before 
he comes ; and we hope that the Con- 
sular body and the Chamber of Coin- 
merce, stipported’ ‘as they now are by 
Mr. Mortison’s opinion, will go on 
driving it in to the Customs, that it 
is their duty to at, Teast survey and 
buoy the bar at the-top of the Junk 
Channel, even if they are unwilling to 
make any attempt at helping the river 
to remove it.’ If something is not done, 
the Consuls should receive and impound 
the tonnage dues of their steamers, 
handing. it. over to. the Customs when 
they see that the latter sre really pre- 
pared to bestir themselves to’ mitigate 
“the present nuisance at Woosting.

The shops are 
filled with attractive goods of all kinds and 
tho increase of foreign articles is noticeable 
everywhere, Multitudes of the people wear 
clothing made of foreign cloth, sewn with 
foreign thread with foreign needles, ‘The 
foreign ucedles are quite common and T 
saw women in the farm-houses using them, 
‘Tho use of kerosene oil is extending from 
the towns to tho villages and even to the 
farm-houses. ‘The little Japanese hand 
stoves, mado of tin, about the size of a 
‘hand, seem to be very popular and 
are exposed for sale very generally, “They 
certainly are very conveniont and quito 
effective in warming the hands or the feet, 
as I found to my comfort several nights, 
when retiring with cold feet 

‘The most remarkable innovation, how- 
ever, which hus come under my observation 
recently, is a litho-printing establishment, 
where steam-powor ed, in this city, 
Yesterday while passing along one of the 
quiet streets near the centro of the city, T 
saw a tall slender smoke stack, the size a 
‘au otdinary stove pipe, sending forth of 
column of dark smoke. On entering the 
louse, it proved to be a printing establish- 
mut recently opened. As the hour was 
te, the hands, about thirty, were quitting 
work. and so it could not be seen in opera- 
my. ‘The manager was very courteous, and. 
ited me to come again, when the presses 
were at work, ‘There are two ‘press 
ran ly one small engine.” The printing 
done on white stones, about two feet square 
and three inches thick The manager suid 
they. were brought from England or Ger- 
many and were represented to be natural 
buc he thought that they were manufac- 
tured. He explained:the manner of pre- 
ating them for printing. It is done by 
simply laying the paper, on which the copy 
has bern written with ink, upon the ementih 
surface of the stone, and then subjecting it 
to pressure under a vice worked by the 
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hand, After this, the stone only m 
be freed from specks and little particl 
that may have adhered to it, by means'of a 
small iron chisel.” To my limited experietice 
in such matters it seemed quite wotiderfal. 
‘The specimens of the work turned out were 
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bewutifully executed... When an opportun-

Now allowing, to begin witht that it 
intolerable that the British nation should 
allow either a bellicose Br 
British Captain, or both, to roa 
the world aud set two powerful nations by 
the ears, without warrant, or by any 
binstering overbearing masterful action of 
their own wrong-headedness, and that such 
actiow is to be guarded against iu every 
possible manner ; ic does, also, seem 
sufferable that calm, discreet officials ia 
be so hedged about with compticated 
cumlocution, as to practically tie their 
hands and prevent prompt action, without 
formidable, perplexing, and discouraging 
risks—when prompt action, is necessary, 
and circumilocution and delay mean equally 
blameful disaster. 

It is ou the horns of such a dilemma that 
Mr, Everard aud Captain Ravenhill must 
have found themselves the other day, unless 
their instructions have been recently im- 

















































































































prored and modified. . That they weré able 
to atonee, without halt or hesitation, form 

ight opinion as to the right and proper 
se to pursue, all discouraging instruc- | 
tions notwithstanding, was indeed for 
tunate for the foreigners ; for had they hesi 
tated, or delayed action one single minute, 
to comply with the letter of the instructions 
Tam discussing, they would eventually 
have found themselves formulating’ an 
n about the beginning of the trouble, 
g after Ichang was in flames and the 
rioters in their beds, asleep. 

The clauses of these instructions, as far 
as I remember them, breathed a spirit of 
cautious protection, which the letter pre- 
vented being put into execution except by 
such circuitous and tortuous channels as 
torender itaburtive and assistance ton loug 
delayed to be useful, except in places 
where the foreigners were sufficient in 
number, and lucky in environment, as to 
render them capable of offering effectual 
resistance by themselves against riotous 
attacks while parley could be held with the 
Chinese officials and deliberate mesures 
taken for the safety of European lives ; 
leaving European property to the tender 
mercies of a plundering mob, ‘There are 
certainly not many foreign communities 80 

ely situated as to be able to off 

to au organised wud deter- 
\d fewer still who would. be 
inclined to surrender their property with- 
out the firing of a single shot, to be mer- 
cilessly pillaged by thieving Chinese rioters. 
Yet, apparantly, such would be their fate 
under ordinary circumstances. 

Coming closer home, such 
as applied to Ichang, are ludicrously 
quate and inoperative, aud xs applied to 
the trouble of the 2nd of December ab- 
solutly useles. What were the facta? 
‘They were these: large crowds had gathered 
to witness the arrival of the steamer 
bringing a new General; there could 
uot have been less thau two or three 
thousand altogether. Foreigners passed 
full their ordinary avocations ; the 
crowds hooted and shouted, “* Kill, kill the 
foreigners.” ‘The igners withdrew into 
their own quarters so as not to increase, 
or bring to a head, the excitement 
that had been gathering for n week. Im- 
mediately after their disappearance one of 
the mob makes himself conspicuous by 
stepping to the front and with uplifted 
hands exhorts the mob to “Beat and kill 
the foreigners.” Soldiers are present with 
their officers, but no notice ia taken ; and 
the mob, obedient to the call, anawer with 
an ominous shout, and rush up the river 
bank as thick as bees, destroying the Cu: 
toms property as they go and breaking 
down all resistance. Between one and two 
thousand are thus actively engaged, the 
others shouting encouragement only. The 
foremost enter the Customs compound and 

gin to break lamps and windows with 
ieces of the wreck they have created out- 
side; and, as they stream through the 
doors, they shout and howl defiance, until 
one has the courage to attempt what they 
really came for, ‘to beat and kill the for- 
vigaers,” who half an hour before never 
dreamed they were, in so short « time, to 
face an angry Chinese mob determined to 
take their lives if possible. 

What happened at the Customs, then, 
we all know ; but still the mob howled out- 
side until the gleam of glittering bayonets 
showed in a halo of soft suffused light 
behind them; then they began to get 
afraid aud melted away swiftly. Had this 

t been the case let us try to imagine 
what would probably have happeued, being 
guided by the events of 1891 and what 
we know of Chinese mobs? ‘The Customs 
officials have arms and would no doubt 
have been able to take care of themselves, 
and repulsed any renewed attacks that 
might have, bee mate upon them ; but 
it 1s extremely doubtful if they would 
have dared to have left the precincts of 
their compound, or been able to afford 

















































































































the ‘smallest assistance’ to the foreigners 
whose “houses are scattered about the 
place in ‘the most: charmingly dislocated 
and detached manner and, one would 
thiuk, with no cther intention in the world 
but for the proper convenience of a: mob 
bent on mischief, added to the most utter 
disregard of mutual action and support that 
foreigners “should render exch other in 
troublous times. Yet this isolation is more 
or less the outcouie of land purchase difi- 
cultiés, and points to but one solution ; a 
foreigu settlement. 

‘Thus the mob with that lightning-like 
action which is their special characteristic, 
might have attacked and beaten the for- 
cigners in detail, almost before one was. 
aware what had’ happened .to the other, 
‘This was the procedure of 1891 when start- 
ing at noon the whole of the different n 
sions and private houses were itr shes by 
3p.m. Then the mob commenced at the 
buck, and the whole of the river front. was 
‘more or less free fur the foreigners to escape 
to the water, if they could tind » native 
craft to take them on board, But on 
this occasion the attack began on the front 
and angry crowds lined the ‘river bank 
waiting, had things turned out snecessfully, 
for something to do, A foreigner could 
never have passed through them alive; nor 
have found # single boat or junk- 
take him on board if he did, with 
a hostile crowd at his heels. Any China- 
man known to favour the foreigners would 
certainly have shared the same fate even 
if one could have heen fourid to try it. 
‘Thus-all communication between the al

What then would have been the condition 
of the foreigners at Ichang on the even 
of the ud lind the British representatives 
not accepted the spirit uf the instructiviy 
only, und considered it x time when the 
letter could be disregarded. It would 
have, been this, there would undoubted- 
ly have resulted great loss of foreign pro- 
perty, aud au equally undoubted loss 
of foreign life. This is not an overdrawn 
picture ; everybody on the spot, aud in w 
position to judge, agrees that we were not 
ten minutes off u ‘big thing” when the 
bluejackets first showed themselves, 

|The rioral of all this seems to be that ag 
the Chinese officials are too incompetent 
and effete to keep the peace when their 
magistrates and soldiers are on the spot, 
as they were on this occasion, a special 
set of instructions should be issued giving 
the British officers greater latitude, and 
greater freedom to act in such a crisis, 
without being unduly hampered by per- 

ing and unworkable regulations, Aud 
this is a matter that affects not Ichang 
alone, though probably the foreigners here 
more particularly, but affects the whole of 
the foreign communities in the outports of 
China generally. 

It is true that prompt action has saved 
disaster, but there may not always be 
Everards and Ravenbills to keep up tho 
glorious traditions of their respective ser- 
views, by putting the telescope to their blind 
o could at such short notice 
ile out the true course to steor in such 
perplexities and promply put the ship's 
head there and frout the storm, when such 
troubles arise in future ; especially as they 
have to do this on their own responsibility, 
and the elightest mishap inay spell profes.

‘The 
immunity so long enjuyed seems to have 
reached ita end, an attack having been 
wade upon Mr. Shibusswa Yei the 
well-kuown banker of Tokio, on Sunday 
Inst, ‘This gentleman, has been sufficiently 
outspoken and courageous to oppose the 
propusd to order the pipes required for 
the Tokio waterworks of Japanese manu- 
facturers, on the geound that foreign-made 
pipes were both more durable aud more 
economical. ‘The view, true though it is, 
found’ no favour with many of those 

in the matter, and 
uapifested by sume of 
more practical criminal 
erhaps desired.

FUNDS FOR THE NAVY. 

The Province of Chékiang has been 
directed to supply this year from its likin 
receipts a sum of Tis. 400,000 for the 
use of the Board of Admiralty at Tientsin. 
‘The Governor states that he has already 
forwarded Tis. 200,000 and he is now 
sending u further remittance of Tls. 40,000.

OFFICIAL RATE OF EXCHANGE. 

Fifteen years agu it was arranged by 
the then Governor at Soochow that every 
spring and autumn he should ascertain 
what was the value of the tael according to 
the price ruling in the local market, and 
then fix the rate at which copper cash must 
be reckoned for the payment of laud tax. 
He finds after due enquiry that the rate 
of exchange is now just about what it was 
last spring. He therefore makes no change 
in the amount then determined upon, 
namely 2,200 cash per tael. He has caused 
notifications to this effect to be published 
everywhere, ard las the honour, in accor- 
dance with the regulations, to report what 
he has done for the Emperor's information. 


DEATH OF RIEN PAO-TI. 

The Emperor has heard of the death of 
Pien Pao-ti, who had only a few months ago 
retired from his post of Viceroy at Foochow. 
‘The deceased statesman commenced his ofti- 
cial career in one of the Government Boards 
nt Peking. He was promoted to be Gover- 
nor of the metropolis, after which he held 
several provincial governorships, showing 
himself to be a most capable and efficient 
officer. The Emperor deeply laments hi 
death, desires that all penalties to which 
he may be liable should be remitted, and 
grants to him the marks of compassion 
usually accorded to a deceased Governor- 
General. 

MATRICIDE BY A MADMAN. 

The Governor of Kiangsu reports the 
sentence passed by him on a man guilty 
of the crime of matricide. The murderer 
was an obedient and, affectionate son, and 
his mother was in the habit of living with 
him. le had an elder irother, but they 
had divided their property and maintained 
separate households.” Last January the 
younger brother became liable to tempor- 
ary fits of madness. As he did not become 
violent when under their influence, the 
mother ordered her elder son not to 
report the matter to the authorities, and 
she prevailed upon her neighbours and 
the tipao similarly to keep silence. The 
young man thus was not taken away to 
be put in confinement. One day last 
August he came into the house after 














having been out. His heart was in- 
flamed by heat and an access of frenzy 
came on. Seizing a knife, he attacked his 


mother and wounded her in several places. 
The elder brother heard her cry out and 
rushed in immediately. He also was-stab- 
bed in the shoulder, but he called to the 
neighbours, who cane in, caught hold of 
the madman and bound him. When this 
had been done, it was found that the 
mother was alresdy dead. When, brought

found to be raving mad ; but with medical 
treatment he recovered his senses and was 
able to give evidence.

crime of this kind there is no difference 


madé in the punishment on account of the 
insanity of the'offender. The murderer 
has therefore been condemned to be put 
to death by slow’ degrees. The sen- 
tence has already been carried into 
effect ; and the execution took place at 
the provincial capital, because the crimi- 
nal could not be taken to the scene of 
the murder without crossing a river on the 
way. But his head has been carried there 
to be exposed as a warning to all. It is 
forther the law that fe madman ‘Kill any- 
one, and his neighbours have not notified 
the authorities of his’ maduess, they shall 
be liable to the same punishment as those 
who know that a murder is intended, and 
do not prevent it or report the fact. Under 
this law the two neighbours are condemned 
to receive ‘each one hundred blows, But 
as they are women they can redeem them- 
selves by the payment of a fine. The 
tipao will receive a similar beating and 
be removed from his office. The elder 
brother acted under his mother’s orders in 
nor reporting the insanity ; but as he fuiled 
to keep effective watch over the maniac he 
stands convicted of grave impropriety. 
For this he is condemned to receive eighty 
blows; but being a graduate he will be 
allowed to pay a fine instead, —-Let the Board 
of Punishment take note. 
‘TOUR OF INSPECTION BY SOOCHOW 
GOVERNOR. 

‘The Governor of Kiangsu’ reports his 
intention to start on the J2th’of October 
from Soochow in order to inspect certain 
important forts. Going by way of Shang- 
hai, he will first visit the Woosung Forts 
and will at the same time examine the sea- 
wall at Paoshan. He will then ascend the 
Yangtze and inspect by the way'the forts 
in the neighbourhood of Kiangyin and 
Chinkiang, as well as those outside Nan- 
king. At the last mentioned place he will 
have an interview with the Viceroy, whom 
he wishes to consult on certain important 
matters of business.

‘The Governor of Turkestan represents 
that seven years ago a temple was erected 
in the provincial capital to the memory of 
‘Tso Tsung-t'ang, by whom the reconquest 
of Turkestan was eifected ; and three years 
later a similar building w: 
Turfan. The civil and wilitary authorities 
at Hami have raised a third 
edifice in that towh, which was the spot 
ocoupied by the conquering army after 
making its way across the desert. It is 
requested that the local authorities may be 
instructed to perform official service at this 
new temple in the spring and autumn of 
every year.—Granted. —*

case confining the water within one proper- 
ly preportioned chanuel must result in 
giving « deep entrance, but we have to 
depend toa very large extent upon tidal 
water Joaded with an enormons quantity of 
silt, Sti e water that comes into 
the river finds its way out again along with 
@ certain amount of inland water, and 
for this reason if there be two ebannels 
near the mouth the one through which 
the ebb tide flows will always be the best. 
It is highly probable therefore, as has been 
suggested by many correspondents, that 
the very dry season we have had is toa 
great extent the cause of the late din 

tion of water ou the bar, So far as this is 
the cuse the difficulty will beouly tensporary, 
Dut your correspondent ‘ Bar-bound” in 
your issueof the 20th inst. fefers to change 
that is taking place which, if it exists to 
any great extent, may have an important 
Dearing on the subject. He refers to the 
Junk Channel being (as it always has been) 
the principal flood channel, but he says the 
ebb tide has begun to flow ont by that 
chaunel more than formerly.

The Aven, although a much 
smuller stre»m, is « enough to been- 
tered by the larg hie world, aud 
it resembles the Wiiugpoo in many ways. 
It discharges iuto the Severn, a large and 
muddy river and almost all’ its water is 
tidal. Some years ayo it had two mouths, 
‘one a flood channel and the other and | 
deeper an ebb channel. Local changes 
determined the flow of the ebb through 
the flood channel and in a few months 
it got scoured out and the old ebb 
hannel silted up to the level nf high water. 
is may take place in the Whangpoo, but | 
what is much more likely is that the river | 
will remain as it were in doubt for ‘some | 
time, during which we shall have two bad 
channels. If then the Chinese authorities | 
could be induced to do what they ean to 
direct the ebb through thé Junk Channel, | 
there is little doubt that we would soon 
have a much bettor ce than at pre- | 
sent, because as the Junk Channel is sure | 
to continue to be the flood chanuel, we shall 
have one deep entrance instead of two | 
shallow ones. 

Few people, I think, would deny that | 
the most effective way of bringing about 

end is to obstruct the Ship Channel. 
was done to some extent during the 
Freuch war, when what had been confident- 
ly predicted as the first effect of such a 
work actually took place, viz. the bar got

While [believe that works which woutd | 
obstruct the Ship Channel ought to occupy | 
a pre in scheme for | 
regulating the mouth of the river, atill Ij 
can underatand that the Chinese authorit'es | 
might hesitate to adopt such strong mea- | 
sure, through a fear that they might not | 
be successful ; but they could hardly object 
to tentative mensures to divert the ebb

THE SOURCES OF THE 
ANTI-FOREIGN DISTURBANCES. 


IN CHINA. 
——_+——_

‘THE SOURCES AS FOUND IN THE CHINESE 
OFFICIALS. 

For a lack of willingness on the part of © 
Chinese officials to help the foreigner in 
any of his schemes is not a matter to be 
wondered at. In past dynasties as well as 
within the new era of formal international 
comity, a few foreigners have been invited 
to stay, while the mass have only been 
endured to come or to stay. Furthermore 
with no intention or, desire of becoming 
Chinese citizens, except with a foreigner 
here and there, the tie that binds can 
hardly be viewed as affectionate or con- 
fiding. We as foreigners—and even as

sliens—are only guests among this: people, 
while the Chinese cherersiaaek has a right 
to assert that'she and she alone shall

‘urthermore, -the feeling of antipathy to 
certain: classes of foreigners on the part of 
the Chinese mandarin is no more to be 
viewed as outrageous and unreasonable 
than the treatment” which the Russian 
Government offers to the Jews, or the laws 
‘which the: United States’ Government or 
the British Colonies pass against Chinese 
immigration. Onlyitshould be remembered 
that the right or wrong, wisdom or folly, 
of any action should be deteriained -by its 
own intrinsic character, and never should 
one fault be made to tally another fault, 
or’ one nation play off against another 
nation asa hiding or excuse to one’s own 





remissness.: ° 
‘The question then being the disturbances 
inst foreigners in China, and not what 
gland, America or Russia may do in their 
own domain; the Chinese officials form a 
largé and serious factor. In theory the Em 
peror and:his chosen officers, civil or mili- 
;from the member of the Inner Council 
and the Tsungli Yamén. to the r 
of the seals ‘of some little yaméu in an 
outlying city, are the rulers of China. 
‘Whatever the people or literati may ac- 
complish by their own force, and without 
regard to the behests of the Emperor or 
the will of his servants, the Emperor and 
his servants are still responsible. Ruling 
well or ruling ill, peaceably or amid riots 
and insurrection, they and they alone rule. 
It isa principle’ which is ground into the 
very fibre of the Chinese nature, and let 
us as foreigners hold them rigidly'to it. 

The rulers of China being determined, 
and foreigners being here to reside or to 
travel, to buy-and to sell, to teach their 
religion or act for their Governments, what 
blame, if any, is to be attached to the 
Chineso officinls,»not only for the riots of 
1801, but. for auy and all which the ‘yeurs 
gone by have left on record ? 

For the favours we receive at China’s 
hand we should not be unminaful, or fail to 
acknowledge them, but this should not bind 
us to silence in the presence of a harm which 
affects China's welfare as much as the 
igner's pence, | Having personally been 

and politely treated: by different 
mandatins, I would bestow on such the 
highest honour of true respect, but not 
even this can allure me into the dream that 
all the officials are or have been of such a 
kind, «Honour to-whom honour,” and 
dlame to whom blame. We want to know 
the facts, and unpleasant facts will in no 
‘ways injure those who are worthy and true, 

a) onsidering the bearings of the 
Chinese ofticials on the auti-foreign disturb 
ances, we first note on the part of many an 
attitude of open opposition. Dr. Griftith 
John, who speaks from a long experience, 
wrote in October 1891, ‘‘ The idea of casting 
out the foreigner, sooner or later, has been 
tenaciously held and fondly cherished by 
‘the oficial and scholars all these forty 
years. ‘The idea may have been allowed to 
sleep off and on, but they have never 
relinquished it, and of late they have been 
greatly moved by it.” 

‘As affecting merchants, we need only 
refer to the various disputes on monopoly, 
likin and “inland charges,” in Formosa 
and, Canton; and the refusal to allow a 
foreign steamer on the Upper Yangtze. In 
the Chingahilevén, or so-olled Blue Books 
of China, while several articles appear on 
International Law from the pen of Dr. 
‘Martin, other papers from high Chinese 
officials appear, terming the foreigner a 
“barbarian” and “devil.” One paper by 
a Hanlin, speaking of the desires of the 
foreigner, says that “they must take 
everything’ and overcome everything, and 
nothing’ short of this will do.” Then he 
adds : “But we, the Chinese people. wi 
rise,en, masse and thrust our swords into 
the foreigners’ bellies.” Such language as 
this in a ‘series of literary treatises under

breed animosity against the foreigner, 
and to create a disturbance. In one paper 
by a Governor of Chékiang,. he refers 
several times to the English barbarians to 
whom. is subject the larger portion’ of 
‘Western commerce. Another ofticial during 
the war of 1858 heads his article ‘The 
Barbarian Affairs,” and speaks of how the 
Emperor had revealed to light the various 
sins of the barbarians, only the bar- 
|Darians, though numbering only 10,000 
lor more, had guns superior to those of 
| China. ‘Then further on he adds: “Said 
| barbarians do not appreciate how mag- 
nanimous is the Emperor's favour, but 
| think itit because we fear them. ‘Their 
hundred schemes are merely to advance 
step by step until we cau endure no longer.”” 
‘Much of that official opposition as directed 
| against foreign trade and foreign inter- 





| course, and bs teamed the outrageous 
language used, belong indeed to the past, 
| and have seldom resulted in direct assault 


on foreign settlements as a whole, but the 
anti-foreign feeling thus perpetuated has 
only lain dormant tll some outlet for the 
passion against the foreign missioy 
dpportunely appeared. 

| ‘The foreign missionary, then, is the scape- 
| and it is here that we can wi 
e real animus of the officials. If the 
| ofticial’s opposition is of a sullen kind, the 
| foreigner’s presence will be contemptuously 
ignored, and slanderous placards or 
threatening riots will be treated with un- 
concern. If the opposition is more bold 
| and fierce, a disturbance will be acquiesced 
in and even secretly instigated. One hostile. 
word by a Chinese in office will breathe 
more harm than hundreds of hostile 
| speeches in one of our Western countries. 
|In the West there is independence of 
thought and a liberty of speech and 
the press, that any theory advocated 
| will ‘be quickly niet by one that is 
j counter or qualifying; but if an official 
|of China gives vent to xn anti-foreign 
| sentiment, especially if « missionary is con- 
‘cerned, months will pass by before even a 
| whisper of “Nay” will be heard. Mere 
| silent dislike of foreigners by a Chinese 
} mandarin may be the germ of a riot by the 
Chinese people. If the servant. of the 
| Emperor van break the law in a quiet way, 
| the people will break it ina turbulent way. 
To annoy, thwart and repulse has been, 
we fear, too much the policy all these years, 
| and if a riot should ensue, then some weak 
| excuse to cloak the intent would be at once 
| expanded into proper proportions. A imis- 
sionary on asking protection in @ certain 
city is officially told to keep away for fear 
| the people will create a riot, atid if he goes 
and a riot occur the reply is, “We told 
ou so. The fault is yours.”’ As Mencius 
i, it: “The officials are the wind 
that blows, and the people the grass that is 
jown. 

In looking back over the last thirty years 
| afew examples may be cited. Acconling 
to the Blue Books of China, when in 1862 
| a riot was raised against the French priests 
in the capital of Kiangsi, the celebrated 
Governor, Shén Pao-chéng, merely added, 
“Don't talk of searching for the offenders 
|and apprehending them. I will report 

the facts and ask that I may be severely 
dealt with, and no enquiries will be made 
about the doings of the local mandarins 
and of their assistants.” When a Prefect 
| in Hupeh failed to scare away a missionary 
| from his city, he presented the following 
two subjects at a prefectural examination :

same year, owing to. certain inflammatory 
proclamations by an Imperial Minister, 
and the Viceroy and Governor in Canton, 
various chapels, both Protestant and 
Roman Catholic, were at once looted and 
destroyed, while the lives of all foreigners 
in that city were for a time in peril. 
Several years ago in Shantung the official 
iteda disturbance against theEnglish mis- - 
sioneries by rehearsing to the local gentry 
how the gentry in his own province had 
succeeded in driving away the foreigner. 
In another city in the same province, 
when a mob had assembled to attack an 
American missionary, another foreigner 
went to two yaméux, but failed in gain- 
ing either an interview or protection. In 
the riots of 1891 we need only refer to the 
negligence of the Taotai at Wuhu, though 
previously forewarned, the incapacity of 
the General at Ichang, and the bratal 
treatment of the foreign ladies at Wusueh 
by the sub-Prefect and sub-Magistrate. 
We may rightly hold the opinion that open 
hostility on the part of the acting officials 
has gradually diminished, and that espe- 
cially within the last few years a wiser way © 
with the foreign problem has begun 
to prevail, and yet if we carefully enquire 
into the troubles which have arisen, mar 

an oficial will bo implicated therein. Ut 
redress is sought at the Tsungli Yamén, 
the usual routine is to issue orders to the 
Viceroy or Governor to in turn instract 
the local official to investigate and report, 
and then after months of delay the Forei 
Minister may possibly be informed that the 
statement made by ‘the subject of his 
honourable country is not to be credited, or 
that a satisfactory adjustment: has already 
been reached. Every Minister in Peking 
will probably acknowledge that any issue 
he preaants will be met by vexatious delays. 
At least Sir John Walsham, in referring to 
the riots of 1891, has ouly this to announce 
to his Home Government: ‘Nothing has 
been done by the Tsungli Yamén except 
under the strongest pressure, and even then 
it has been dono unwillingly ‘snd. un- 
graciously.” 

While the memorials to the Throne by 
the Viceroys Chang and Liu, and especially 
the one of the Tsungli Yamén in the year 
1891, give credit to the labours of the 
missionaries, we must remember that « 
memorial in 1884 on the restriction of 
Christianity by the High Commissioner, 
P'éng Yii-lin, gave an impetus to soyeral 
riots in the province of Kuangtung, from 
which the memorial at the time emanated. 
In that memorial he stated that ‘since 
the Treaties have permitted foreigners 
from the West to spread their doctrines, 
the morals of the people have been greatly 
injured.” Likewise the Missionary Cireu- 
lar of the Tsungli Yamén in 187i, while 
stating facts and giving and wise 
suggestions, is apt to mislead the native 
scholar unless taken in ‘connection with 
the reply of the U. S. Minister, found in 
Dr. Allen's “China and Her Neighbours.” 
Even the book on foreign questions edited 
hy Viootoy 12 hax ean used ax a clue to 
rustrate foreigners anc on litigation. 

‘While no serious riots have occurred i 
the province of Shansi, owing to the peace- 
able character of the people, the Hunan 
placards were posted at all ‘the leading 
yanéns in the provincial capital during the 
examinations in 1891, the Governor being 
well-known as anti-foreign. Other placards 
as well as copies of the “Death-blow to 














Co es,” have been secretly 
utilised by officials in poisoning the minds 
of the people. While there is an increase 
of officials toned as to the missionary 


movement or friendly to some of the mis- 
sionaries, there is still = large body 
disliking’ the foreigner and opposing hi 
fans aad from s ouch the riots Eve bad at 
Feast a part of their origin.

— 
The Pieces and their Powers. 
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"Phe: board is constructed by means of 
hing perpendicular tines, (files) and ten 
horizontal lines (ranks). "Between the fifth 
and the sixth rank from. either base the 
files ate.not marked, though for purposes 
of play they are assumed to. exist. ‘This 
blank’space is known colloquially as ‘* the 
river”. and is regarded as the boundary 
bétween the two countries now at war. 

‘For conyenience of notation the files are 
nunilored here from 1 to % aid the ranks 
from ‘a: to j. Chinese chessmen move 
along lines, iiut along rows of squares, and 
‘are slays placed at the point of intersec- 
“tion of some rank with some file. ‘Thus 
at the ebmmencement of the game the 
black King is placed on the point of inter- 
section of the first rank with the fifth, or 














middle file. His position will accordingly 
be indicated by the formula 5a, In the 
same way the initial postion of his nivalis 
indicated by 6, 





‘The space (square) of which the corners 
fare du, 40, bo, 6 ix the “palace” or camp 
of the black King, the similar space 6)-6 
4h-4j forining the cainp of the white King 
It is usual, but not absolutely necessary 
tojoin the corners of each space by diagonals, 
4a-6c, Ba-te ; 4j-6h, 6j-th. 

‘At the comniencoment of the game the 
8 are placed ax follows :—Along the 

rank (a, or j.): Rook, Knight, Bishop, 
Queen, Kixa, Queen, ' Bishop,’ Knight, 
Rook.’ Ou the third rank (¢ or h) at the 
points of. jntarection with the 2nd. and 
th files, the two Cannons. On the fourth 
rank (dor g) at the points of intersection

It will be noticed that as there are nine 
files and ‘not, as in European chess, eight, 
the piecesure symmetrically arranged, both 
with reference to the middle file and to 
the opposing men. In fact the board can 
be reversed without in any way affecting 
the arrangement of the pieces. It is con- 
venient, indeed, to refer the movements of 
bath sides to 'the “co-ordinates,” as a 
geometrician would call theui, of one side 
only s for instance in speaking of. white's 
right-hand Rook in its initial position we 
should describe it as Rook on 9}. The wore 
correct way ‘would be to call it Rook on 
white 1a, white’s 1a being bleck’s 9}, and 
vice. verad..' This is, in ‘effect; the Chinese 
method, but the-system here proposed, if 
slightly less philusophical, is certainly more 
convenient. 

‘THY FUNCTIONS OF THE PIECES. | 

I.—The King moves-one step at: a time, 
forwards, backwards ‘or sideways, between 
-the nine points of his camp. He may not

. | Thus they only come on to five points in 


the camp, viz., 4a, 5b, 40, 6c, 6a (or 4j, 5i, 
‘They cannot,’ for instance, 

move from 6¢ to bc, or from bi to 5j. Their 
function is purely defensive, and they are 
strongest when (like a Bishop and Pawn in 
European chess) they are defending one 
another—as at 5i, 6j or 6a, 5b. 

3.—The Bishops move diagonally like 
our own Bishops, but only two steps at a 
time, neither more nor less. And the:

‘At the mouth of the Kuangsin river 
in’ situated the busy and thriving market 
town of Shuilung. Here we sold between 
500 and 600 books and tracts. One busy 
countryman followed me on the street" 
very insoleut and provoking. He aztempt- 
ed to tear away my tracts, then seized my 
coat nnd finwlly made x grab at my hat, all 
the time shouting objectionable remarks, 
At lust I had more than I wanted and saw 
it was necessary to stop him or I might 
have a small row on my hands.

‘They asked the. most ridicu- 
4 The cocking stove partiou- 
larly attracted their atten‘cion and took 
quite a little explanation te. prove to thea 
that this was not the engir.e that drove the 
bout. The mast and svil did not seem 
suficient to speak for themselves. ‘Thoy 
wondered whether we vould sail up with » 
head wind, and how aany miles an hour 
we could make, 


Just opposite to where our. boat was 
auchored was a fing lime tree. I bought 
twenty-one large limes which we picked 
off the treo ourselves for sixty cash, We 
noticed » great quantity of pumalo trees 
with large ripe fruit hanging on them. 
They are very yood and very cheap, it 
being possible tu purchase two for a cent, 
We bought quite a number at this price 
and took them to Kiukiang. Iu‘Kiakiang 
the price of this feuit is from 8 to 10 cents 
each, this dear price being because, the 
fruit’ comes from Canton, I’ presume. It 
seems strange that sume enterprising China- 
man dves not come up to this part of the 
country and take a boutloud down for sale, 
it would pay him well, Beside us were 
shored boats londing ail kinds of paper 
rice for Kiukiaug, Hankow and other plac 
Ou the Ist December we went to the fair 
at Kuankiapu. Every threo days these 
little towns. their market days when 
the deserted little streets are filled to over- 
flowing with people from all the country 
for miles around.. And not only, do the 
streets become full but the great open 
squares in front aud rear of the village are 
crowded with clamouring, bartering crowds. 
It is a sight worth seeing to watch tho 
people from every direction flocking 
along every dyke and’ road. and waterway 
towards the temporary centre of commerce. 
Thousands thys Guie together, Towards 
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evening the busy huin ceuses, the squares 
and streets become again deserted, aml 
the, usual quiet humdrum sleepiness sets 
in till the next market day comes round. 
After working here for an hour we 
tramped the twenty odd lito Yukau 
Hsien over low-ly 














inundated nt high water. “The approsch 
to the Hsien is very pretty and the 
pumalo, and oranges trees Inden with

‘The city is without walls and built on the 
side of solitary hill standing out of the 
plain, We entered what is, by complimen 
called the West Gate, which consists ho 
ever of a stone archway without any at- 
tempt ut gate or any kind of barrier.

no rice and the tea shops had no tex. No 
one would sell 1s food and ne one would 
takousin; we were famished with hunger 
audtired withoue long tramp but there was 
nothing for it but to commence at once te 
aes and to sell our books and tracts. 
he crowd was very thick aud followed us 
wherever we went, We auld ont bocks 
quite rapidly.

All hands turned out to got 
the boat around » bend in the river and we 
were, eight or nine of us, engaged in this 
for two hours, and when we had rounded 
it we found we had mde about a 
of hundred yards, All these streans 
are most tortuotts and. winding aud wny 
wind becomes alternately fait and head, 
for at times we travel in all the directions 
the compass, In the evening we saw 
Kavchou in the distance, but were unable 
it and had to anchor at Yiaki Fa, 
seme 15 li from the city. Here there were 
a number of retired officials’ and wealthy 
gentlemen's residences and quite » fleet of 
jonts wnichored offshore. Just below us on 
a high, rocky, bluff jutting right out into 
the river was a prettily situated pagoda, 
But it had come to grief in some iway, for the 
top third was missing, perhaps lying at the 
bottom uf the river just at its feet. 
Arriving next morning at Kuochou’ we 
passed slowly up the river for a full mile, 
boats of all sizes and kinds being tied up 
tu the shore the entire distance. Aw the 
foreign boat passed up people rushed out 
of every street and house to see the strange 
ight. “We saw a number of remarkably 
fittely ornamented doorways over various 
guilds. They were of all kinds of coloured 
stone and porcelain and were quite strik- 
appearance, Red sandstone abou 
cis very cheap, being only sixty 
cash or six cents wexican for a large slab. 
About half-wiy up the stream we 
sume gaudily decorated arches aud offivial 
chairs and showily dressed officials with an 
immense crowd of onlookers ; we found 
afterwards that all this was in honour of the ”” 
Hiok T'ai or Literary Chancellir, who was 
just on the point of leaving the place. We 
happened to have reached Kaochou ata bad 
time, for the civil and inititary examina- 
tions wore being cunducted ad the city 
was thronged with over ten thousand stu- 
dents and their retainers. A couple of 
‘days before our arrival there bad been a 
serious disturbance with these gentry, and 
they had sworn to kill the local officials and 
the Chancellor himself. Tu their’ stupid 
rage they demolished the éxamitiation 
sheds and caused other damage, giving 
the authorities cousiderable ‘anxiety. 
Two. or three ‘years ago, a Plymouth 
Brother missionary attempted to ‘live 
in native dress and style in the ‘city 
‘but was driven out, aud sitce then“ nobody 
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has been'to the city, as fariad I kung, and 
au the natives told me.. -As we approached 
the shores altogether uncouscious of: the

Some rough 
commenced pushing and. charging” and 
geabbitig at my books, 20 I hnd.to force my 
way out and stand for a little time on the 
edge of u native beat, where only x few 
persons could approach at a tinie. Tn 
this way satisfying a large numbergaud my 
two companions: springing ashore at the 
sume time, we were better able to cupe with 
the crowd aud in an hour sold several 
hundreds of Scriptures und ‘Tracts, A 
heavy downfall of rain provented our doing 
very much more work during thet day. 
In ‘the menntiine the tipao, xn old man, 
came down and besevched.us to goaway and 
anchor somewhere else and not to go on the 
street, Isent my card to the magistrate 
and ho returned his card, saying that he 
could not guarantee our safety at this time, 
that if we would come when there were no 
nations on he could easily keep the 
. but that there were. seven Haiens 
concerned and, it was utterly out of his 
power tu avcure our safety at the present 
tine, Moreover he urged us to shift our 
anchorage 9s it was a most unsafe place 
And would ensily be neoessible to those who 
were disposed to rowdyism, It was, how- 
ever, altugetlier too inconvenient at that 
time to move our boxt, so we determined 
to. stay out the night at any rate 
sve whit would come ol it i 
tus was anchored a boat 
ny of passers 
Rorcible Uiltearty mdruing, “The wext day 
We went on to the str ets and outside a lit- 
tg crowding found the people quite agree- 
able aud pleasant. Our books and tracts 
were quite in demand and went rapidly. 
‘Phe students were going amay totheir homes 
in grent numbers ; the successful ones had 
long red atrenmers flying from the mast- 
heads of their boats. Some were riding in 
ate dressed w ol and gaudy clothes 
ttendants escorting them proudly, 
witnessing to all that they had gained theit 
firat degree, 

We learnt that tho Romanists had re- 

contly entered the city and had purchased

‘This city has large trade in porcelain 
ware, ‘The great factory for all China, 
Chingtehehé plice said to have 
million inhabita only a little ove 
one hundred li from here, and all th 
manufactures are mid tu gu through this 
city.

detailed information, but feom what we 








| gather no less than’ eighteen of the crew 


after leaving Batavia were prostrated by 
Java fever, which is of a peculiarly 
malignant type. ‘The captain himself was 
incapacitated from duty the whule of-the 
voyage aud is only nt the present moment 
recovering slowly from the effects. uf the 
attack, Shortly after the commencement 
vf the voyage two men, probably while in 
the delirium of the fever, jumped over- 
beatd during a heavy N.E. gale and wore 
seen no more, One was a Manilanan and 
seaman. Both 
leapt over the bulwarks 
‘snd: such spontancous 
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acta of'auicide could only have been com- 
mitted, under the cireu stances, by men 
whose minds were temporarily unhinged. 
We believe that all the men stricken with 
the fever have now recovered, or at any 
rate are convalescenit.—Daily Press. 











THE LOSS OF ''HE AMERICAN 
BARQUE ESCORT. 

‘The American barque Escort, Captain 
Waterhouse, was lost on 23rd November in 
the Gulf of Pechili sume 14 miles from 
Lungkow. The veseel left Newchwang on 
Saturday, 19th November, but grounded 
near the bar and did not yet away till next. 
day, and the wind being contrary, 
tiot return to Neweh Tt is supposed 
that while she was geo ateined her 
timbers, for soon after she got to sea, she 
commenced to lenk. On Wednesday morn- 
ing nt 4 o’cleck heavy squalls struck the 
vessel, and increasing in force, blew away 
somo Uf the sails which were furled on the 
yards, The vessel then drifted, though 
sho was not unmanageable, in the thick 
foggy weather, and as land ‘had not been 
seen since leaving Newchwang bar, Captai 
Waterhouse did not know where he w 
till noon on Wednesday when he saw 
what he thought were islands and Hope 
Sound anchorage, 90 he steered accor- 
dingly, intending to run the vessel ashore 
ay she was leaking badly, and the pumps 
were choked by the beans which com- 
posed the cargo. They got into the 
pumpy and burat the boxes, but the 

taptain tried by raising the pumps bodily 
to get them free of the beaus, but they still 
Kept coming iu, and he had to abandon the 
attempt to keep the water under, The 
men hud been working the punips all 
Pooadny night and Wednerday, and were 
thoroughly exhausted xnd wetthreugh, ‘The

$10. Captain Waterhouse then appealed 
tu the mandarin of the village, but he 
absolutely refused either to. see that the 
message was sent or render avy assistance. 
After x time a Chinaman employed at the 
Beach Hotel. Chefoo, passed through the 
1 his way to the steamer Krungehi 
bnehor for shelter near Lungkow, 
Captain Waterhouse gave him a letter, and 
after a time the whole party set out for 
Lungkow and arrived on board the Ktang- 
chi on Sunday, 4th December, reaching 
Chefoo on the following Tuesday. 

‘The wreck was sold at Chefoo for $1,655 
and the cargo for something over $100. 
The Escort, x vessel of 636 tons, was built 
at Newburyport, Mass., in 1870; sho was 
partially insured’ and hud been the home 
of the Captain and his wife for 22 years. 
Last summer she was at Shanghai and 
remained some time and was thoroughly 
repaired. It was on her first voynge after 
this that sho was lost.
